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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 4, 10, 17-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kooiman. The leading edge is 32 and the engagement portion is 20. 

Claims 11-12, 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Griffin. The method of making of claim 15 appears to not further the claimed structure. 
The function of claim 16 is an inherent function of Griffin. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 5-7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Kooiman. The choice of the claimed materials appear to be an obvious matter for an 

artisan absent a showing of criticality. Regarding claim 7 rectangular would appear to 

be a shape that would locate the guide as easily as circular and would therefor be 

obvious. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Griffin. 
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Absent a showing of criticality the choice of material would be one that is obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kooiman. Kooiman shows a groove on the 
leading edge of the guide but it is not used to mount the device to a saw. It is felt that 
the functional statement does not further structurally restrict the claim. If it is intended 
as a structural limitation however then it would be obvious to mount the guide of 
Kooiman to a saw. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-20 of this application conflict with claims 1-23 of Application No. 
10/71 8,460. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the 
same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 
application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their 
retention during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either 
cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of 
demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 

Claims 1-20 of this application conflict with claims 1-12 of Application No. 
10/695,743. 37 CFR 1 .78(b) provides that when two or more applications filed by the 
same applicant contain conflicting claims, elimination of such claims from all but one 
application may be required in the absence of good and sufficient reason for their 
retention during pendency in more than one application. Applicant is required to either 
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cancel the conflicting claims from all but one application or maintain a clear line of 
demarcation between the applications. See MPEP § 822. 



Drawings
